December  5  of  a  heart  attack  at  age  47. 
The  Academy  has  received  many  letters  of 
sympathy  and  remembrance.

Remembering  Ed  Rybicki 


December  7, 1993 


Dear  Peter, 

I  bow  to  you.  I  have  never  felt  so  privi- 
leged to  be  associated  with  a  school,  and  never 
so  filled  with  gratitude  for  my  son's  learning 
environment  as  when  I  came  to  the  all  school 
meeting  in  honor  of  Ed  Rybicki  on  Monday. 
And  never  have  I  seen  so  many  people  rise 
above  the  churning  ocean  of  their  grief  into  the 
blue  skies  of  clear  communication  and  the 
bright  light  of  love. 

When  I  saw  you  in  the  Phillips  hallway 
just  before  the  service,  I  felt  the  anguish  of  the 
entire  community  gathering  up  in  you  as  their 
leader.  I  faltered  on  my  way  to  the  Chapel, 
wondering  what  inner  compulsion  was  bring- 
ing me,  an  outsider,  into  this  intimacy  of  the 
heart.  But  when  you  read  the  13th  Chapter  of 
the  Letter  to  Corinthians  in  such  a  strong  voice, 
and  when  you  spoke  so  simply  and  so  elo- 
quently about  Ed  —  I  felt  only  lucky  and 
enriched  by  the  sweetness  of  the  bitters. 

Then,  when  person  after  person  got  up 
and  shared  with  so  much  passion  and  love,  I 
was  just  soul  struck.  I  felt  every  part  of  me  say- 
ing, "Yes!  It  is  for  such  love  as  this  we  are  born, 
for  such  communion  as  this  that  we  live,  and 
for  the  gift  of  such  gratitude  as  these  people  are 
all  feeling  that  the  world  knows  we  died  a  great 
death."  There  could  not  be  a  parent  alive  seeing 
what  I  saw  who  couldn't  know  that  GDA  in 
these  moments  of  truth  embodies,  perfectly,  all 
that  love  and  learning,  family  and  teaching  are 
meant  by  God  to  be. 

Thanks,  Peter,  for  being  such  a  great 
headmicrophone  for  love.  You  could  only  know 
Ed  got  to  heaven  early  if  you  were  already  there 
to  welcome  him.

The  entire  school  family 
was  affected  by  this,  and  I  know  how  difficult  it

He  never  failed  to  come  over  and 
say  hello  to  us  and  tell  us  what  a  good  player 
Aaron  was.  Aaron  continually  told  us  that  Mr. 
Rybicki  was  his  best  coach  ever.  And  because  of 
the  encouragement  he  received,  he  gave  every- 
thing he  had  to  please  Coach  Rybicki. 

This  year  Aaron  had  him  for  English  and 
was  totally  motivated  by  this  teacher.  This  was 
the  child  we  could  not  get  interested  in  reading 
and  we  were  beside  ourselves  because  we  all 
love  to  read.  Somehow  Ed  was  able  to  get 
Aaron  interested  and  keep  him  interested. 
Aaron  was  actually  enjoying  English  class.  I 
hope  this  interest  continues. 

At  Thanksgiving  time,  Aaron  told  me 
that  the  only  reason  he  was  able  to  persevere 
and  make  the  varsity  team  was  because  of  Mr. 
Rybicki.  Each  day  Ed  would  tell  him  to  believe 
in  himself  and  his  talent.  He  continually  asked 
him  how  practice  went  and  reminded  him  that 
he  was  the  best.  I  know  that  Aaron  will  dedi- 
cate his  entire  basketball  career  to  this  very  spe- 
cial person. 

Having  just  completed  my  first  year  as 
Director  of  Development  at  Hillside  School,  and 
having  children  in  private  schools  for  over 
twelve  years,  we  do  realize  the  everlasting 
impression  a  good  teacher  can  have  on  a  child 
and  the  time  and  energy  Ed  gave  to  every  child. 
Aaron  is  a  better  person  because  of  Ed  Rybicki.

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Jd  Rybicki  -  teacher,  coach, 
dorm  parent,  father,  husband,  friend 
—  died  from  a  massive  heart  attack  in 
the  French  Student  Center  when  it 
was  full  of  students  Saturday  night, 
December  5.  It  was  in  keeping  with 
Ed's  career  that  he  left  this  life  and 
this  community  in  the  midst  of  the 
students  he  loved  and  served  so  well, 
right  on  the  front  lines  of  a  quest  we 
all  share. 

Ed  left  us  at  the  peak  of  his 
career,  a  peak  that  was  growing 
higher  each  year  and  had  more 
heights  to  reach.  Ed  recently  had  been 
appointed  an  Advanced  Placement 
corrector  in  English;  in  the  winter  he 
was  going  to  make  a  presentation  on 
writing  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
National  Association  of  Independent 
Schools;  the  final  proofs  of  his  soon- 
to-be-published  book  on  the  teaching 
of  grammar  had  been  completed.  He 
had  so  much  ahead  of  him,  and  he 
had  accomplished  so  much  during  the 
time  he  had. 

The  master  teacher  tradition  is  at 
the  core  of  the  Governor  Dummer 
experience.  Ed  was  the  embodiment 
of  this  living  tradition  as  it  exists 
today:  loving,  dedicated  to  his  subject 
and  to  the  young  and  operating  on 
the  cutting  edge  of  curriculum  devel- 
opment. I  can  hear  his  advocating  the 
use  of  word  processors  in  the  teaching 
of  writing  at  a  gathering  hosted  by 


Steve  Kasnet  '62,  Governor  Dummer 
father  and  trustee:  "Students  can 
rewrite  papers  in  a  flash  now;  nine 
renditions  might  be  necessary  for  suit- 
able results;  we  are  no  longer  monks." 

The  words  of  Ed's  students  cap- 
ture the  man:  "He  always  praised  his 
students,  and,  now  that  I  look  back, 
this  must  have  been  the  mark  of  a  real 
master."  "He  was  the  one  who  ini- 
tially encouraged  me  to  write,  telling 
me  that  I  was  good  enough."  "I  love 
you  and  owe  you,  Mr.  Rybicki,  for 
planting  the  seed  of  inspiration  in  my 
heart."  "Mr.  Rybicki  treated  everyone 
fairly  and  didn't  take  us  for  granted." 
"I  learned  many  things  from  him, 
including  what  a  subordinate  clause  is 
and  how  to  go  up  strong  to  the  bas- 
ket." "In  a  world  where  adolescents 
are  looked  down  upon  with  conde- 
scension, Mr.  Rybicki  recognized  the 
dreams  and  aspirations  of  everyone 
he  encountered  and  did  all  that  he 
could  to  help  fulfill  these  dreams." 
"We  will  remember  you  in  our  tears 
and  fun." 

Ed  now  joins  the  pantheon  of 
great  master  teachers  who  have 
guided  the 
young  during 
their  passages 
through 
Governor 
Dummer  and 
through  sub- 
sequent lives. 
Death  cannot 
take  away  his 
continuing 
influence 

upon  those  he  has  touched.  His  influ- 
ence upon  his  colleagues  will  remain 
powerful.  He  was  proud  to  be  a 
teacher;  he  honored  the  profession 
with  his  work  ethic  and  his  joy  in 
each  day.  He  always  found  a  positive 
and  cheerful  observation  to  encourage 
those  around  him.  Child  and  adult 
were  recipients  of  his  constant  ebul- 
lience. 

The  joyful  way  in  which  Ed 
lived  set  an  example  for  us  all;  his 
death  sharpens  our  focus  on  our  abil- 
ity to  live  up  to  that  example.

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Community  Mourns  Loss  of 
Ed  Rybicki 

The  Governor  Dummer  Academy 
community  was  shocked  and  saddened 
by  the  death  of  GDA  master  English 
teacher  Ed  Rybicki  on  December  5  as  a 
result  of  a  massive  heart  attack.  Rybicki 
was  among  students  and  faculty  members 
in  the  French  Student  Center  on  the 
Saturday  evening  when  stricken,  and  he 
died  despite  their  efforts  and  those  of 
paramedics  and  doctors  at  Newbury  port's 
Anna  Jaques  Hospital.  (See  Headmaster's 
Message  and  Milestones  in  this  issue.) 

Rybicki's  family  students,  faculty 
members  and 
friends  turned 
out  in  great 
number  for  a 
memorial  ser- 
vice in  Moseley 
Chapel  on  the 
following  Mon- 
day morning. 
A  still  larger 
funeral  service 
was  held  two 
days  later,  filling 
the  chapel  to 
capacity  and  spilling  over  into  the  Phillips 
Building's  Cobb  Room  and  James  Duncan 
Phillips  Library. 

"The  loss  of  Ed  Rybicki  is  a  terrible 
blow  to  the  Governor  Dummer  commu- 
nity," said  Headmaster  Peter  W.  Bragdon. 
"We  will  all  miss  his  enthusiasm  and  his 
devotion  to  teaching  and  his  students." 

In  response  to  the  Rybicki  family's 
request,  more  than  60  gifts  have  been 
received  to  date  for  the  Edward  J.  Rybicki 
Fund,  which  will  benefit  Governor 
Dummer  Academy.

Academy  Holds  Health  Convocations 

Governor  Dummer  Academy  in  an 
effort  to  promote  good  health  among  its 
students,  has  begun  a  series  of  convoca- 
tions regarding  health  issues  of  concern  to 
adolescents. 

The  program,  organized  by  Health 
Education  Instructor  Janet  Epstein,  has 
sponsored  two  convocations  already,  and 
more  will  follow. 

The  first  convocation,  regarding 
AIDS,  was  a  tremendous  success.  Students 
lined  up  at  the  Duncan  Student  Health 
Center  after  the  convocation  to  speak  with 
the  presenters,  Greg  West,  a  health  and 
AIDS  educator,  and  Kerry  Carson,  a  20- 
year  old  heterosexual  woman  who  has 
been  living  with  AIDS  for  five  years.  The 


second  convocation,  held  November  5, 
dealt  with  the  issue  of  eating  disorders. 

"We  are  currently  planning  two  con- 
vocations for  the  spring  semester,"  said 
Epstein.  Two  topics  currently  under  con- 
sideration are  stress  management  and 
drug  and  alcohol  abuse. 

"There  are  so  many  health  issues  of 
concern  to  students,"  said  Epstein.  "These 
convocations  are  a  wonderful  way  to  stim- 
ulate communication  on  these  issues." 


Headmaster's  Ten- Year  Anniversary 
Marked 

The  Governor  Dummer  Academy 
Board  of  Trustees  honored  Headmaster 
and  Mrs.  Peter  W.  Bragdon  October  16  in  a 
ceremony  recognizing  their  10  years  of 
service  to  the  Academy 

GDA  Board  President  Dodge  D. 
Morgan  '50  praised  Bradgon's  "leadership 
and  vision  in  advancing  the  cause  of  edu- 
cational excellence,"  and  noted  that 
Bragdon  is  one  of  only  four  New  England 
independent  school  heads  to  serve  more 
than  ten  years.

Annual  Fund  Giving  Increases 

The  1993-94  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  Annual  Fund  currently  is  ahead 
of  last  year's  fund,  having  received  cash 
and  pledges  of  $315,000  toward  its 
$575,000  goal,  according  to  Director  of 
Development  Karen  E.  McGinley.

Dear  Peter: 

This  letter  brings  with  it  my  most  sincere 
Congratulations!  on  the  occasion  of  your  tenth 
anniversary  of  service  to  Governor  Dummer 
Academy.  It  is  difficult,  indeed,  to  believe  that 
ten  years  have  passed  since  you  and  Dottie  first 
took  up  residence  in  the  Mansion  House  and 
began  to  make  the  Academy  not  only  into  your 
home,  but  a  home  for  all  the  generations  of  stu- 
dents, alumni,  faculty  and  staff  who  make  up 
the  extended  family  that  is  Governor  Dummer. 

As  a  member  of  one  of  the  few  classes  to 
have  both  known  you  and  predated  your 
arrival  on  campus,  I  feel  that  I  have  a  somewhat 
unique  perspective  on  your  accomplishments. 
In  a  sense,  I  can  fully  appreciate  the  contribu- 
tions you  have  made  that  others  might  take  for 
granted  because  they  lack  the  advantage  of  a 
comparative  perspective.  As  I'm  certain  you  are 
aware,  your  arrival  to  campus  was  anticipated 
with  no  small  amount  of  anxiety  (if  you  weren't 
aware,  you  are  now!),  primarily,  I  suspect, 
because  people  fear  change.  You  were  the 
unknown  force;  the  threat  to  the  comfort  of  rou- 
tine; that  guy  from  Kent  who  might  institute 
Chapel  or  even,  horror  of  horrors,  require  a 
morning  meeting.  Yet  the  reality  of  your  arrival 
differed  significantly  from  those  anxious  antici- 
pations. Instead  of  random  change,  what  you 
brought  with  you  most  of  all,  I  think,  were 
expectations.  Not  expectations  of  the  way  in 
which  you  would  reshape  the  institution 
according  to  some  generic,  preconceived  notion 
of  what  a  private  academy  ought  to  be,  but  fun- 
damental ideas  and  beliefs  about  what  it  takes 
for  people  to  live  and  interact  together  in  a  way 
that  promotes  and  facilitates  personal,  spiritual 
and  intellectual  growth.  And  you  sensitively 
grafted  these  ideas  onto  an  overall  healthy  sys- 
tem, deeply  rooted  in  tradition  and  pride.  You 
championed  the  "beat  Brooks"  motto  (though 
in  my  Father's  day,  I  believe  Belmont  Hill  was 
the  target  of  choice);  valued  and  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  students  the  venerable  Old 
Guard;  revived  the  tradition  of  singing  the 
Academy  Song  at  the  Milestone  during 
Commencement;  and  perhaps  most  impor- 
tantly you  and  Dottie  turned  the  Mansion 
House  from  an  "off-limits,"  cold  and  unknown 
stone  building  in  the  middle  of  campus,  into 
the  very  heart  and  center  of  a  warm,  welcoming 
and  vibrant  fellowship.  The  use  of  the  home 
and  family  metaphors  above  is  quite  inten- 
tional, for  most  simply  put:  When  I  arrived  at 
Governor  Dummer,  it  was  an  educational  insti- 
tution, but  by  the  time  I  left  GDA,  it  had 
become  a  community.  And  for  that,  I ,  and  all 


those  who  have  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing 
you  and  Dottie  and  entrusting  our  school  to 
your  care,  thank  you.

I    asked  my  father  to  take  me 
out  of  the  high  school  I  was 
attending  in  my  sophomore 
year,  as  the  priest  in  charge  of 
teaching  the  religion  class  was 
teaching  that  "Jesus  Christ  was 
a  Marxist." 

I  left  Nicaragua  on  January  1, 
1970  and  ended  up  in  Tennessee, 
where  I  attended  a  military  school, 
before  coming  to  Governor  Dummer 
Academy.  My  only  disappointment  at 
Governor  Dummer  was  that  one  of 
my  friends,  Edgar  Lang,  had  left  the 
school  to  join  the  Sandinista  Front 
(F.S.L.N.)  to  fight  against  the  Somoza 
regime.  Edgar  died  in  battle  years 
later. 


After  graduating  from  Governor 
Dummer,  I  received  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  economics  and  a  master's 
degree  in  business  administration 
from  Notre  Dame  in  1977  and  1979 
respectively.  Right  after  graduation 
from  Notre  Dame,  I  went  back  to  my 
homeland,  where  I  found  the  country 
in  total  turmoil,  a  house  divided  and 
in  the  middle  of  a  bloody  civil  war  — 
just  like  the  Civil  War  of  the  United 
States. 

Nicaraguans  were  tired  of  a  50- 
year  dictatorship,  but  were  divided 
because  the  leadership  of  the 
Sandinista  Front,  the  main  force 
opposing  the  Somoza  dictatorship, 
were  a  group  of  Marxist  extremists.

The  F.S.L.N.  had  in  its  ranks  a  lot  of 
good  people  like  my  friend  from 
Notre  Dame,  Gabriel  Cardenal,  who 
died  like  hundreds  of  my  friends 
fighting  in  the  war.  But  unfortunately 
the  leadership  of  the  F.S.L.N.  was 
made  up  of  corrupt,  atheist  Marxists, 
unpatriotic  individuals  who  had  no 
regard  for  freedom  or  democracy  and 
very  little  respect  for  human  rights. 

The  F.S.L.N.  established  in 
Nicaragua  one  of  the  worst  dictator- 
ships of  all  times.  Over  30  percent  of 
the  population  of  the  country  fled  to 
many  countries,  of  which  200,000 
ended  up  in  the  United  States.  The 
Sandinistas  ruled  Nicaragua  by 
decree,  not  by  law;  the  Sandinistas 
killed  people  at  will,  violating  human 
rights  of  Nicaraguans  like  never 
before;  they  stole  over  $11  billion  of 
foreign  assistance,  and  Nicaraguans 
suffered  from  a  rapidly  failing  stan- 
dard of  living.  This  led  to  another 
war,  known  in  the  U.S.  as  the  Contra 
War,  which  had  patriotic  freedom 
fighters  pitted  against  the  Marxist 
army  of  the  Sandinistas  in  the  jungles 
of  Nicaragua.  Unfortunately,  the  free- 
dom fighters  were  commanded  by 
many  unpatriotic  individuals  who 
sold  their  souls  to  U.S.  interests. 

After  more  than  50,000  deaths, 
total  destruction  of  the  country  and 
the  Iran-Contra  Affair,  Costa  Rican 
President  Oscar  Arias  conceived  a 
peace  plan.  It  was  ill-conceived,  as  it 
was  heavily  weighted  to  the  benefit  of 
the  F.S.L.N.,  but  in  retrospect  it  was  a 
peace  plan.  It  was  a  start. 

I  strongly  opposed  the  plan 
because  I  felt  that  it  was  not  fair  to  all 
Nicaraguans.  The  plan  called  for  fair 
elections,  but  the  Sandinistas  —  in 
addition  to  having  full  control  of  all 
government  resources,  a  tremendous 
military  machine  that  was  continually 
repressing  the  Nicaraguan  people  — 
also  had  control  of  the  electoral 
process,  the  electoral  college,  the 
Supreme  Court,  election  observers 
and  all  the  money  in  the  world  to 
launch  a  campaign  just  like  in  the 
United  States.  Additionally,  opposi- 
tion forces  were  fragmented,  and  most 
Nicaraguan  politicians  were  living  in 
exile. 


I  earned  an  appointment  by  U.S. 
Senator  Connie  Mack  to  the 
United  States  Senate  Task  Force 
on  Hispanic  Affairs....  In  the 
process,  I  met  with  three  Nobel 
Peace  Prize  Winners  —  Mother 
Theresa,  President  Jimmy  Carter 
and  former  Costa  Rican  Presi- 
dent Oscar  Arias  —  as  well  as 
ten  presidents  and  prime  minis- 
ters throughout  the  region.... 

After  the  conclusion  of  peace 
negotiations,  elections  were  called  and 
Violeta  Chamorro,  the  widow  of  the 
slain  editor  of  the  major  Nicaraguan 
newspaper,  won  a  landslide  victory 
against  the  Sandinistas.  Former  U.S. 
President  Jimmy  Carter  was  present 
during  the  elections  and  was  forceful 
in  making  the  Sandinistas  respect  the 
wishes  of  the  Nicaraguan  people:  that 
power  had  to  pass  from  the  F.S.L.N.  to 
the  newly  elected  president  peace- 
fully. 

I  was  skeptical  of  the  electoral 
process  because  I  knew  the  leadership 
of  the  Sandinistas  and  Mrs.  Chamorro 
too  well.  Neither  could  be  trusted.  I 
denounced  the  elections  and  their  out- 
come as  fraudulent.

My  fears  that  Mrs.  Chamorro 
would  sell  out  to  the  F.S.L.N.  became 
evident  minutes  after  she  had  won. 
President-elect  Chamorro  made  a  pact 
with  the  F.S.L.N.  leadership  and 
betrayed  her  allies,  the  ones  who 
helped  her  get  elected  (The  United 
Opposition  Front);  the  ones  who  won, 
therefore,  lost,  while  the  ones  who  lost 
won. 

President  Chamorro  was  inau- 
gurated in  May  of  1990.  Since  then, 
her  administration  has  received  over 
$1  billion  in  foreign  assistance  from  all 
parts  of  the  world.  Yet  the  Nicaraguan 
people  are  poorer  than  ever  before;  all 
the  schools,  hospitals  and  universities 
in  the  country  are  in  dire  straits,  gov- 
ernmental corruption  is  rampant, 
there  is  no  justice  in  the  land,  human 
rights  are  being  violated  constantly, 
and  titles  to  properties  are  changed 
without  the  knowledge,  consent  or 
compensation  of  their  rightful  owners. 
Even  though  inflation  is  low,  unem- 
ployment is  over  60  percent,  and 
every  year  President  Chamorro  gives 
amnesty  for  the  thousands  of  crimes 
committed  in  the  country.  Can  you 
imagine  the  American  people's  reac- 
tion if  President  Clinton  were  to  give 
amnesty  to  all  assassins  in  this  coun- 
try for  three  consecutive  years? 

Fourteen  years  after  graduating 
from  Notre  Dame,  I  had  already 
begun  to  search  for  peace  in  my 
homeland  as  I  grew  tired  of  watching 
the  suffering  and  injustices  done  to 
the  Nicaraguan  people.  I  got  involved 
to  bring  peace  and  democracy  to 
Nicaragua.  In  the  process,  I  founded 
the  oldest,  largest  and  most  presti- 
gious Nicaraguan- American  organiza- 
tion in  the  United  States  —  the 
Nicaraguan- American  Bankers  and 
Businessmen  Association.  I  learned 
how  to  deal  with  the  press  and  how 
the  United  States  Congress  and  Senate 
work.  I  earned  an  appointment  by 
U.S.  Senator  Connie  Mack  to  the 
United  States  Senate  Task  Force  on 
Hispanic  Affairs,  and  I  got  involved  in 
helping  honest  individuals  get  elected 
throughout  Latin  America  and  the 
Caribbean.  In  the  process,  I  met  with 
three  Nobel  Peace  Prize  Winners  —

Ear 


A  rottweiler  is  rescued  from  death 
row.  Susan  Gage  '86  is  there.  The 
powerful  American  Family  Associa- 
tion lobbies  for  an  amendment  to  the 
Florida  constitution  allowing  munici- 
palities to  discriminate  against  homo- 
sexuals. Susan  Gage  is  there.  Two 
British  tourists  are  shot  on  a  highway 
in  Monticello,  FL.  Susan  Gage  is  there. 

As  a  reporter  for  Florida  Public 
Radio,  an  affiliate  of  National  Public 
Radio,  Susan  Gage  has  covered  her 
share  of  intriguing  stories.  "Florida  is 
a  very  unusual  state/'  says  Gage,  who 
is  stationed  in  Tallahassee.  "It  has  a 
very  diverse  population,  to  say  the 
least." 

One  of  Gage's  most  recent  sto- 
ries has  been  covering  the  develop- 
ment of  the  American  Family 
Association's  movement  to  amend  the 
state  constitution  to  allow  municipali- 
ties to  discriminate  against  homosexu- 
als. "If  the  American  Family 
Association  gets  the  400,000  signa- 
tures it  needs  to  get  an  amendment 
considered  —  and  I  don't  doubt  it  will 
—  this  will  be  a  major  story,"  she  says. 
Gage  likens  the  amendment  to  a  simi- 
lar situation  that  occurred  in 
Colorado,  only,  "Florida  has  a  much 
larger  population." 
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Gage  has  found  the  story  diffi- 
cult to  cover.  "I  definitely  disagree 
with  what  they  are  doing,  and  I  per- 
ceive big,  big  problems  if  this  passes/' 
says  Gage.  "But  I  feel  that  they  are 
there,  and  I  have  to  report  them  in  a 
realistic  manner  and  not  try  to  put 
them  in  a  bad  light."  In  these  situa- 
tions, Gage  finds  herself  ignoring  her 
own  emotions  and  "just  nodding"  her 
head  at  their  statements.  "I  have  had 
people  look  me  in  the  eye  and  say 
things  that  normally  I  would  want  to 
hit  them  for,"  says  Gage.  "Then  I  find 
myself  saying  unh  huh,  unh  huh, 
and  thanking  them  at  the  end  of  the 
interview." 

Gage  also  covered  the  highway 
shooting  of  two  British  tourists  in 
Monticello.  The  case  received  interna- 
tional attention,  as  it  was  another  in  a 
list  of  violent  acts  committed  in 
Florida  against  foreign  tourists.  Soon 
after  the  shootings,  a  press  conference 
was  called  by  Governor  Lawton 
Chiles,  attended  by  several  members 
of  the  international  media.  "I  remem- 
ber one  British  reporter  jumped  up 
and  asked  the  governor  why  people 
were  coming  to  Florida  and  getting 
killed,"  says  Gage.  The  governor  tried 
to  give  the  reporter  a  reasonable 
answer,  but  the  reporter  persisted. 
"That's  all  well  and  good/  the 
reporter  said,  l?ut  people  are  coming 
here  for  the  best  of  intentions  and 
they're  getting  killed.  Why  is  that?'  he 
asked,"  says  Gage.  "The  governor 
thought  about  it  and  said,  'Well,  you 
know,  I  think  that  there's,  like,  vio- 
lence all  around  the  world,  even,  I 
think,  in  your  country/"  says  Gage. 

Gage's  coverage  focuses  on 
action  in  the  state  legislature.  She 
recalls  one  particular  piece  of  legisla- 
tion that  was  being  pushed  through 
called  the  Red  Ribbon  Panel  on  AIDS 
Bill.  The  Red  Ribbon  Panel  was  a 
group  established  by  the  governor  to 
investigate  ways  to  control  the  grow- 
ing number  of  AIDS  cases  in  Florida. 
The  bill  was  moving  through  the  leg- 
islature, but  being  watered  down 
along  the  way.  "The  original  bill

called  for  some  pretty  radical  mea- 
sures, including  increased  condom 
availability  and  clean  needle  ex- 
changes," recalls  Gage.  The  bill  was 
brought  before  the  Senate  Health  Care 
Committee,  and  they  tacked  on  an 
amendment  to  require  full  disclosure 
of  the  names  of  anyone  tested  for  HIV 
to  the  state.  "That  was  something  that 
was  completely  the  antithesis  of 
everything  the  Red  Ribbon  Panel 
stood  for,"  says  Gage.  Word  then 
leaked  to  the  press  that  the  governor 
was  in  support  of  the  name-reporting 
provision.  The  governor  called  a  press 
conference  to  unveil  his  new  AIDS 
policy.  "He  showed  up  45  minutes 
late  and  my  deadline  was  approach- 
ing," says  Gage. 

The  governor  would  not  make  a 
concrete  statement  on  name-reporting, 
so  Gage,  her  deadline  only  30  minutes 
away,  took  the  issue  into  her  own 
hands.  "I  jumped  up  and  said, 
'Governor  it  seems  like  you  don't 
really  know  what  you  want  to  do  on 
this  issue/"  says  Gage.  "The  governor 
said,  'Well,  you  know,  you're  right. 
You're  absolutely  right.'" 

With  tape  in  hand,  Gage  rushed 
back  to  the  station  to  prepare  her 
story.  Before  the  story  aired,  the  gov- 
ernor's press  office  was  on  the  phone 
with  Gage's  superior  trying  to  stop  it 
from  running.  The  story  ran  as  Gage 
intended. 

"The  governor's  press  office  did 
not  want  me  to  make  him  look  bad," 
says  Gage.  "But  I'm  not  in  the  busi- 
ness of  improving  his  image;  I  report 
the  news." 

Gage  has  also  had  her  share  of 
amusing  stories.  She  once  covered  the 
story  of  Max  the  rottweiler  who  had 
been  saved  from  death  row.  The  dog 
had  been  labeled  dangerous  by  the 
county,  even  though  it  had  not  bitten 
anyone.  "He  merely  growled  and 
squared  off  at  someone,  and  it  was 
caught  on  videotape,"  says  Gage. 
What  was  not  shown  on  the  video- 
tape, according  to  Gage,  is  that  the 
man  being  challenged  by  the  dog  was 
spraying  insect  repellent  at  him. 

The  county  ruled  that  the  dog 
must  be  put  to  sleep,  but  the  owners 
hired  a  lawyer  to  plead  their  case. 


"The  attorney  actually  began  to  refer  to 
Max  as  her  client,"  says  Gage.  Due 
to  a  last-minute  plea  made  by  the  attor- 
ney to  the  County  Commission,  Max's 
life  was  spared.  The  owners  agreed  to 
have  Max  neutered,  and  he  was  sent 
out  of  state  to  Little  Rock,  AK. 

Gage's  interest  in  broadcast  jour- 
nalism was  fostered  at  GDA.  "I  had 
always  listened  to  talk  radio  growing 
up.  I  guess  that  made  me  a  bit  of  an 
oddball,"  says  Gage.  "All  my  friends 
were  listening  to  rock  on  WCOZ,  but  I 
liked  the  news." 

Gage,  whose  brothers,  Thomas  '78 
and  Edward  75,  both  attended  GDA,

was  a  staff  member  on  The  Governor 
for  two  years,  serving  as  editor  of  the 
editorial  page  in  her  senior  year.  "I 
remember  the  last  editorial  I  wrote 
concerned  the  things  that  I  felt  needed 
to  change  at  the  school,"  says  Gage.  "I 
felt  there  was  too  much  of  an  empha- 
sis on  getting  people  to  play  sports, 
rather  than  developing  the  talents 
they  already  had." 

Gage's  biggest  risk  as  a  high 
school  journalist  was  The  Guvahnah, 
the  April  Fool's  Day  edition  of  the 
paper.  "Chris  Zabriski  and  I  wanted 
to  do  it,  but  the  other  members  of  The 
Governor  board  didn't  want  to  be 
involved,"  says  Gage.  "So  we  did  it 
ourselves."  The  lead  story,  for  which 
Gage  received  limited  negative 
response  in  the  two-page  paper,  pre- 
sented a  theory  that  Jesus  Christ  had 
been  crucified  on  campus  for  various 
rules  violations.  The  paper  also  fea- 
tured an  advertisement  in  which 
Headmaster  Peter  W.  Bragdon's  head 
was  superimposed  on  Charles  Atlas' 
body.  "Mr.  Bragdon  didn't  speak  to 
me  for  a  couple  days,"  says  Gage.  "I 
guess  he  didn't  like  the  picture.  I 
thought  it  looked  pretty  good." 


Gage  matriculated  to  the 
University  of  Missouri  at  Columbia.  "I 
did  quite  a  bit  of  research  and  found 
that  Missouri  had  a  great  journalism 
program,"  says  Gage.  As  a  broadcast 
journalism  major,  Gage  tried  her  hand 
at  television  but  found  that,  "television 
is  a  visual  medium,  and  the  story  is 
not  as  important  as  whether  or  not  you 
have  pictures."  As  a  senior,  Gage  won 
a  William  Randolph  Hearst  Radio 
Journalism  Award.  After  sending  in 
several  tapes  of  stories,  with  topics  as 
varied  as  a  church  softball  team  and 
inmates  on  death  row,  Gage  was 
invited  to  San  Francisco  to  compete 
with  two  other  college  journalists  for  a 
$3,000  prize  and  a  great  deal  of  recog- 
nition. "We  got  to  San  Francisco,  and 
the  judges  gave  us  each  a  tape  recorder 
and  we  were  told  we  were  going  to  do 
an  update  on  where  San  Francisco  was 
seven  months  after  the  earthquake," 
says  Gage.  "I  really  didn't  think  I  had 
done  well  enough  to  win,"  says  Gage, 
who  took  first  place,  earning  $3,000  for 
herself  and  $3,000  for  the  school. 

Gage  then  went  to  work  at 
WFSU,  a  public  radio  station  in 
Tallahassee,  and  from  there  moved  to 
her  current  position  with  Horida 
Public  Radio. 

Gage  realizes  that  she  has  a  great 
deal  of  responsibility  to  the  public.  "I 
take  the  fact  that  I  am  the  public's  eyes 
and  ears  very  seriously,  and  I  feel  that 
in  that  sense  I  am  obligated  to  see 
things  as  they  are,  and  to  present  them 
as  they  are,"  she  says.  "I  feel  it's 
important  to  give  voice  to  everyone 
out  there,  not  just  the  majority." 

Broadcast  journalism,  according 
to  Gage,  is  certainly  not  without  stress. 
"I  have  had  nightmares  in  which  I  am 
in  a  committee  room,  and  a  public  fig- 
ure is  carrying  on  and  saying  all  these 
things  that  are  patently  false,"  says 
Gage.  "I  stand  up  and  start  screaming, 
but  no  words  come  out." 

As  for  the  future,  Gage  says, 
"I've  always  wanted  to  be  a  news 
director,  but  I'm  beginning  to  think 
again  about  that.  What  I  would  really 
like  to  do  is  more  freelance  work,  or 
possibly  even  start  my  own  network. 
How  I'd  go  about  that,  I  have  no  idea." 

For  now,  Susan  Gage  will  con- 
tinue to  stalk  the  halls  of  Florida's  leg- 
islature looking  for  a  late-breaking 
story.  And  the  rest  she'll  play  by  ear.

DEATHS 

Edward  J.  Rybicki,  a  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  master  English  teacher  of  16 
years,  died  Saturday,  December  4  from  a 
heart  attack  he  suffered  while  in  the 
French  Student  Center.  Born  in  Lynn,  he 
graduated  from  Salem  High  School,  where 
he  earned  a  reputation  as  an  outstanding 
athlete.  He  earned  his  bachelor's  degree 
and  master's  degree  in  education  from 
Salem  State  College.  A  highly  respected 
educator,  Rybicki  had  taught  at  Governor 
Dummer  since  1977,  having  previously 
taught  at  Triton  Regional  High  School  for 
six  years.  During  his  tenure  at  GDA,  he 
pioneered  the  computer-based  Sophomore 
Writing  Project,  coached  the  football  and 
track  teams  and  acted  as  faculty  advisor  to 
The  Governor.  His  English  teaching  skills 
were  recognized  by  the  New  England 
College  Board,  which  enlisted  his  services 
as  a  reader  of  Advanced  Placement 


English  exams.  He  had  been  scheduled  to 
deliver  a  paper  on  his  innovative  teaching 
methods  before  the  National  Association 
of  Independent  Schools  in  February.  He  is 
survived  by  his  wife  Kathleen  and  four 
children:  Karen  McCann  '86,  Andrew  J. 
Rybicki  '88,  Brian  D.  Rybicki  '96  and 
Jessica  L.  Rybicki.  The  family  has  asked 
that  memorial  contributions  be  made  to 
the  Edward  J.  Rybicki  Memorial  Fund  at 
Governor  Dummer  Academy. 

Frederic  B.  "Ted"  Withington,  71,  a  former 
teacher  and  Trustee  of  Governor  Dummer 
Academy,  died  September  29  at  his  home 
after  a  10-year  battle  with  cancer. 
Withington  was  born  in  Winchester  and 
grew  up  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands.  He 
attended  Punahou  School  in  Hawaii  and 
spent  a  post-graduate  year  at  Phillips 
Exeter  Academy.  He  attended  Harvard 
College  before  entering  the  Army  Air 
Corps  in  January  1943.  As  a  B-24  pilot  in 
the  15th  Air  Force,  he  flew  24  missions 
from  Italy.  He  was  shot  down  twice,  first 
in  German  Silesia  (now  Poland)  and  later 
bailing  out  over  Yugoslavia.  He  was 
awarded  the  Distinguished  Hying  Cross, 
an  Air  Medal  with  three  clusters  and  a 
Purple  Heart.  After  the  war,  he  graduated 
from  Harvard  College  and  became  a 
mathematics  teacher  at  Governor 
Dummer  Academy.  Withington  later 
became  principal  of  the  Upper  School  at 
Sidwell  Friends  School  in  Washington, 
D.C.  He  became  the  headmaster  of 
Morgan  Park  Academy  in  Chicago,  where 
he  became  one  of  the  first  educators  to 
transform  an  all-boys  military  school  to  a 
co-educational  day  school.  Withington 
earned  a  master's  degree  in  English  at 
Middlebury  College  in  1956.  In  1965, 
Withington  became  headmaster  of  Friends 
Academy,  a  Quaker  school  in  New  York. 
He  retired  to  Maine  in  1988.  Withington 
joined  the  Governor  Dummer  Academy 
Board  of  Trustees  in  May,  1989.  He  also 
served  on  the  board  of  Bridgton  Academy 
and  as  secretary  of  the  Brunswick  (ME) 
Rotary  Club.  Withington  served  on  the 
Brunswick  Historic  Preservation  Village 
Review  Board  and  was  a  volunteer  track 
coach  at  Bowdoin  College.  In  1993,  his 
book  "Hight  to  Black  Hammer,"  an 
account  of  his  wartime  adventures,  was 
published  by  Biddle  Publishing  Co.  He 
leaves  his  wife,  JoAnn  (Souter) 
Withington;  three  daughters,  Susan 
Withington  Meyn  of  Topsham,  ME,  Ann 
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Withington  of  Gorham,  ME,  and  Sarah 
Withington  of  Concord;  two  brothers, 
William  A.  Withington  of  Lexington,  KY, 
and  Arthur  Withington  of  Clinton,  NY; 
and  four  grandchildren. 

Carl  A.  Buechner  '31,  of  Winter  Park,  FL, 
died  October  10, 1993,  of  a  long  illness.  He 
was  a  retired  U.S.  Army  Colonel.  After 
graduating  from  Governor  Dummer, 
Buechner  attended  Amherst  College  and 
subsequently  the  United  States  Military 
Academy  at  West  Point.  Buechner  served 
with  the  101st  Parachute  Infantry  Division 
in  World  War  II,  dropping  into  Normandy 
on  D-Day.  He  served  as  a  commanding 
officer  in  Korea  from  1951-52.  Throughout 
his  military  career,  Buechner  received  two 
Bronze  Service  Medals  as  well  as  the 
Legion  on  Merit.  He  retired  to  Winter 
Park,  and  kept  a  home  in  Orleans,  MA. 
Buechner  served  as  President  of  Central 
Horida  Chapter  of  the  Sons  of  the 
American  Revolution  and  chairman  of  the 
Citizens  Advisory  Committee  of  the  East 
Central  Florida  Regional  Planning 
Council.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Association  of  Graduates  of  West  Point, 
the  West  Point  Society  of  Central  Florida, 
The  Retired  Officers  Association,  The 
Military  Order  of  World  Wars,  the  Budget 
Committee  of  the  National  Society  of  the 
Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  and  the 
Legislative  Committee  of  the  Maitland 
(FL)  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  was 
interred  at  the  West  Point  November  9, 
1993.  He  is  survived  by  a  brother,  Lt.  Col. 
(Ret.)  William  A.  Buechner  '32,  of 
Springfield,  VA. 

William  E.  Mulliken  '35,  of  Little 
Compton,  RI,  and  Brooksville,  ME,  died 
November  1, 1993,  after  a  long  illness. 
After  graduating  from  Governor  Dummer, 
Mulliken  earned  a  bachelor's  degree  in 
English  literature  from  Harvard 
University.

Mother  Theresa  of  Calcutta,  former 
U.S.  President  Jimmy  Carter  and  for- 
mer Costa  Rican  President  Oscar 
Arias  —  as  well  as  ten  presidents  and 
prime  ministers  throughout  the  region 
to  seek  their  advice.  I  also  flew  to 
Nicaragua,  despite  death  threats  from 
one  of  the  top  Sandinista  comman- 
ders, to  meet  with  President 
Chamorro  and  to  tell  her  what  she 
was  doing  was  wrong,  why  her  plans 
were  going  to  fail  and  why  her  actions 
were  jeopardizing  the  peace  process.  I 
also  invited  to  Washington,  at  my 
own  expense,  Nicaraguan  Vice 
President  Virgilio  Godoy,  who  was  in 
open  opposition  with  President 
Chamorro's  coalition  with  the  F.S.  L. 
N.  (Because  of  his  opposition  to 
Chamorro,  he  was  not  given  an  office 
to  work  from.  Imagine  what  the 
American  people  would  feel  if 
President  Clinton  were  to  treat  Vice 
President  Gore  that  way.)  I  also  met 
with  all  of  the  democratically  elected 
opposition  forces  in  the  country.  I  did 
all  of  this  while  raising  a  beautiful 
family  and  working  full-time. 

Last  year,  I  was  suddenly 
stricken  by  a  rare  disease  of  the  brain 
called  dystonia.  For  months,  I  had  to 
hide  from  my  children  as  my  brain 
sent  incorrect  signals  to  my  neck  mus- 
cles, and  I  had  no  control  over  my 
head  movement.  My  wife,  children, 
family  and  friends  from  all  over  kept 
me  going.  For  over  eight  months,  my 
neurologist  did  not  know  how  to  treat 
me.  Finally,  Marvin  Diaz-Lacayo,  a 
physician  whose  two  brothers  were 
Sandinistas,  discovered  what  I  had 
and,  to  my  surprise,  brought  me  to 
the  only  place  where  dystonia  can  be 
treated  in  the  southern  United  States 
—  the  University  of  Miami.  I  have 
now  become  close  to  that  school,  and 
am  in  the  process  of  raising  a  substan- 
tial amount  of  funds  for  its  medical 
school's  dystonia  research,  since  there 
currently  are  no  dollars  available  to 
search  for  a  cure  for  this  disease 
affecting  millions  of  Americans. 
(Many  Americans  afflicted  with  dys- 
tonia may  not  have  been  properly 
diagnosed,  and  therefore  are  not 
aware  that  they  can  receive  treatment, 


rather  than  becoming  crippled  at 
home  as  I  was.) 

After  I  began  to  receive  proper 
treatment,  I  began  once  again  to  fight 
to  accomplish  my  goal  of  bringing 
peace  and  democracy  to  Nicaragua.  I 
was  supposed  to  fly  to  Puerto  Rico  to 
attend  a  reception  hosted  by 
Governor  Rossello  in  honor  of  Notre 
Dame  President  Rev.  Father  Edward 
Malloy.  A  week  before  I  was  sched- 
uled to  leave,  the  Sandinista  Front 
took  as  hostages  most  of  the  democra- 
tically elected  officials  in  Nicaragua  in 
reprisal  for  another  hostage  situation 
in  which  the  former  Contras  had 
taken  30  Sandinistas  hostage.  On 
August  20, 1  received  a  telephone  call 
from  one  of  the  hostages'  wives, 
telling  me  that  Vice  President  Godoy 
was  among  the  hostages.  She  pleaded 
for  my  involvement.  What  she  did  not 
know,  however,  was  that  I  was 
already  involved.

I  had  called  an  emergency  meet- 
ing with  the  Nicaraguan  leadership  in 
the  United  States,  and  we  had  formed, 
in  a  matter  of  hours,  a  committee  to 
work  for  peace  and  freedom  in 
Nicaragua.  We  assigned  various  tasks 
to  the  committee  members:  to  keep 
the  international  press  informed;  to 
provide  information  to  Cardinal 
Obando  y  Bravo,  who  was  going  to 
mediate  the  conflict;  to  maintain  con- 
tact with  the  hostages  and  their  fami- 
lies; to  maintain  contact  with  the 
rebels  in  the  north,  telling  them  to 
release  the  Sandinistas  without  blood- 
shed. I  decided  to  fly  to  Costa  Rica  to 
meet  with  President  Rafael  Angel 
Calderon  and  former  President  Oscar 


Right  after  graduation  from 
Notre  Dame,  I  went  back  to  my 
homeland,  where  I  found  the 
country  in  total  turmoil,  a  house 
divided  and  in  the  middle  of  a 
bloody  civil  war... 

Arias  to  seek  their  advice  and  to  be 
near  all  the  hostages'  friends  and  rela- 
tives who  were  in  San  Jose  monitoring 
the  rapidly  developing  and  explosive 
situation. 

Vice  President  Godoy  and  the 
other  officials  eventually  were 
released  safely;  equally  important,  all 
of  the  Sandinistas  taken  hostage  by 
the  former  Contras  also  were  released 
safely.  I  returned  to  Miami  happy  and 
tired,  but  sad  because  the  situation  in 
Nicaragua  is  going  to  get  bloodier. 
President  Chamorro  made  the  mistake 
three  years  ago  of  allowing  the  leader- 
ship of  the  F.S.L.N.  to  share  power 
with  her,  and  the  Sandinistas  will  not 
allow  her  to  make  the  changes  neces- 
sary to  improve  the  well-being  of  all 
Nicaraguans.  President  Chamorro 
needs  to  get  rid  of  the  armed  forces, 
whose  only  role  has  been  to  kill 
Nicaraguans  from  all  walks  of  life. 
She  should  order  all  tanks  and  heli- 
copters to  be  thrown  into  the  sea  and 
ensure  that  all  international  foreign 
assistance  received  by  her  govern- 
ment is  not  stolen  by  government  offi- 
cials, but  rather  reaches  the 
Nicaraguan  poor.  She  also  should 
ensure  that  when  her  term  is  over  in 
three  years,  the  Nicaraguans  will  have 
the  opportunity  to  choose  their  lead- 
ers by  ballots,  not  by  bullets. 

My  mission  to  bring  peace  to 
Nicaragua  has  just  begun.  The  other 
missions  I  have,  like  fighting  dystonia, 
raising  my  family  and  working,  are 
easy  to  accomplish  because  the  United 
States  is  a  great  country,  blessed  by  its 
citizens,  its  institutions  and  its  consti- 
tution. We  are  fortunate  that  we 
Americans  can  always  bring  about 
political  and  economic  change 
through  peaceful  means.

Annuities,  which  can  include  one  or  two  beneficiaries, 
can  be  created  with  as  little  as  $10,000  in  cash  or  secu- 
rities and  offer  returns  ranging  to  11  percent  per  year, 
based  on  donors'  ages.
